During the flood one other bridge collapsed and should 
be ready for normal use in about two weeks. 
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School Bells Toll Again 
For Local Teachers 

High school and college mathe¬ 
matics and science teachers will again 
lx- offered an opportunity to hear 
current scientific information related 
to electronics and the Sprague Elec¬ 
tric.

t second. A third bridge located a 
short distance down stream was left 
unharmed. 

The rampaging waters, which were 
given added velocity by the completed 
flume upstream, shot through the 
partially completed yard flume and 
carried sub-soil from beneath both 
bridge abutments and the Building 
No. 10 foundation. Temporary pro¬ 
tective measures taken by the Carlo 
Bianchi & Sons Construction Com¬ 
pany. who are performing the flood 
control work, were no match for the 
unexpected force of the rampaging 
waters. 

Near Tragedy Averted 

During the emergency a near 
tragedy was averted when alert 
Sprague maintenance crews aided by 
personnel from the Bianchi firm work¬ 
ed feverishly to support the high 
pressure steam main serving the Mar¬ 
shall and Brown Street plants which 
is carried by one of the bridges. Two 
cranes were pressed into service to 
hold the supporting steel framework 
in place when it became weakened 
and threatened to topple into the 
river. To prevent further damage, 
sandbags and boulders were dumped 
into critical areas, and additional 
emergency supports were installed. 

Loss of the steam main would have 
undoubtedly caused a shutdown of 
both plants for several days due to 
lack of heat and the possible subse¬ 
quent freezing of pipes and other 
water facilities.

Management Develop¬ 
ment Training Program 
Now Underway 

Classes are now underway in the 
building 9 conference room for a small 
representative group of production 
and service department foremen and 
section heads in connection with a 
Management Development Program 
inaugurated recently by the Training 
Department. 

Courtney W. Flanders. Manager of 
Training & Publications, staled that 
the program was established to equip 
foremen and section heads with the 
necessary background information to 
provide a basis for the handling of 
everyday work problems and to pre¬ 
pare participants for larger respon¬ 
sibilities. Mr. Flanders is coordinat¬ 
ing the program and providing for ad¬ 
ministrative details. 

The present representative group 
contains 16 participants who will be 
followed shortly by additional groups 
containing a similar number. Some 
75 management personnel are sched¬ 
uled for the program. 

The course follows a textbook en¬ 
titled “The Foreman's Handbook” 
written by Carl Heyel. P.E.. which 
contains 24 chapters devoted to sub¬ 
jects related to industry. The ses¬ 
sions are held once a month for each 
group on each of the subjects, and a 
company specialist on the subject of 
the month or a member of the class 
instructs the group and coordinates a 
round-table discussion. 

Typical subjects include: Quality 
Control, and Waste Reduction, Cost 
Control, Training. Safety, Industrial 
Psychology, Economics. Planning and 
Scheduling, and Job Evaluation.

Army's Explorer I Project 


Julian K. Sprague, President, proudly accepts a plaque from the Hon¬ 
orable Wilbur Brucker, Secretary of the Army, citing the Sprague Electric 
Company’s contribution to the successful launching of a man-made 
satellite on January 31, 1958. The presentation took place at an Army 
sponsored Anniversary Celebration in our nation’s capital. 


At ceremonies held Saturday after¬ 
noon January 31st. at the Willard 
Hotel. Washington. D.C.. Julian K. 
Sprague, President, accepted on be¬ 
half of Sprague Electric a plaque 
citing the Company for its outstanding 
public achievement in the Army's 
Explorer I project. 

The award, presented by the De¬ 
partment of Army and the George 
Washington Chapter of the Associa¬ 
tion of the U.S. Army read, “in 
recognition of notable contribution to 
the program which culminated in the 
launching and orbiting on 31 January, 
1958 of the L’nited States Army’s 
Explorer I America’s first response 
to the challenge of outer space this 
Award is presented to the Sprague 
Electric Company." 

The occasion, which similarly hon¬ 
ored sixteen other companies, marked 
the fit st anniversary cf the Army's 
successful launching of our first 
satellite. Wilbur M. Brucker. Sec¬ 
retary of the Army, presented the 
plaques before some <>()(> persons. 

The anniversary was further mark¬ 
ed that evening by a formal banquet 
attended by members and guests of 
A USA. and included military leaders, 
rocket experts, and industrialists, all 
of whom cooperated in America’s first 
successful claim to space fame.

In July of last year the Berkshire 
County Chapter inaugurated an in¬ 
surance system of distributing blood. 
The program operates as follows: 

1. By replacing one pint of blood, 
an individual and his immediate 
lamily will be eligible to receive un¬ 
limited blood coverage for a period 
of 12 months from date of donation, 
with no replacement obligation 

2. Effective July 1. 1958, in¬ 
dividuals who have not donated blood 
through Red Cross Blood Program 
within past 12 months period will be 
furnished blood by Red Cross as 
needed, but replacement obligation 
will be on a pint-for-pint basis. 

3. Effective July I. 1958. in¬ 
dividuals whose records show they 
have donated through the Red Cross 
Civilian Blood Program but for 
physical reasons, verified by doctor’s 
statement, are no longer able to give 
will be furnished blood without re¬ 
placement obligation. 

4. Effective July I, 1958. any 
individual with a history of jaundice 
or malaria whose records show dona¬ 
tions through Red Cross Blood Pro¬ 
gram for Department of Defense 
commitment will be furnished blood, 
without replacement obligation. 

5. Hardship cases involving the 
extremely rare individual who is truly 
“alone in the world" with no family, 
no relatives, no friends of blood-giv¬ 
ing age. are the joint responsibility of 
the community and Red Cross. 
Blood will be supplied on a basis of 
need rather than eligibility. 

The Berkshire Chapter emphasizes 
that THERE IS NEVER ANY 
CHARGE FOR BLOOD IN BERK¬ 
SHIRE COUNTY. Hospitals may 
charge for services involved in the 
administration of blood and doctors 
for their professional service, but no 
charge is ever made for the Blood 
itself.
